Hundreds of fans stormed 
the field after the biggest win in 
Red Devil football history. After 
Freshman Dan Hudak's 39- 
yard first period field goal, the 
team took the lead and kept it, 
winning the sectional champi¬ 
onship title by 2. The final score 
against Munster was 9-7. 

In the third quarter with 
1:50 to go, Junior Quarterback 
Paul Lacy threw a touchdown 
pass to Senior Burt Meier 
bringing the score to 9-0. 
Munster came on strong in re¬ 
taliation when Ryan Pope 
stopped Junior Brian 
Swisher’s punt and recovered 
at the Lowell 23 with 3:00 re¬ 
maining in the game. Munster 
then scored a touchdown from 
a yard out at 1:49 and made the 
point after bringing the score to 


a close 9-7. 

Fans and team mem¬ 
bers held hands in fear of 
losing in the last minute when 
Munster attempted and com¬ 
pleted an onside kick. One 
Mustang player booted the 
ball a good three or four feet 
before it had traveled the nec¬ 
essary 10 yards, but the offi¬ 
cials missed the call. 'That 
bad call on the onside kick 
threw me, but I knew we’d 
hold them," said Junior Justin 
Nestor.” Munster took pos¬ 
session of the ball at the 40 
with a minute to go and made 
four straight incomplete 


Devil Defense. Interim Coach 
Brad Stewart said, "If we 
could just take time off the 
clock, we knew we’d be in 


good position because they 
hadn’t really moved the ball on us 
all night. We felt confident we 
could stop them.” 

All chaos broke lose after the 
buzzer sounded as fans left the 
bleachers to congratulate the 
team. Players, coaches, parents, 
teachers, and students hugged, 
shouted “ we’re number one," 
and cried tears of joy. This has 
been the most fun of my life,” said 
Meier. “ I’ve been pinching myself 
since this game’s been over.” 

The team said Coach Kirk 
Kennedy, who was in the hospi¬ 
tal, helped them to win. The 
coach's absence affected us dur¬ 
ing the Lake Central game and 
part of the Highland game,” said 
Junior Brian Terpstra. “But we 
pulled together and did what he 
taught us. ”

The Technical Education department offered stu¬ 
dents a variety of classes which gave them hands on 
experience and prepared them for the future. The teachers 
in the department included Jerry Cameron- graphic com¬ 
munications, James Cane- metals Manufacturing and Draft¬ 
ing, Robert Thomas- woods manufacturing, and Depart¬ 
ment Chairman Robert Kussy- transportation Technology 
and electronics. Mr. Cameron’s graphic arts classes printed 
most of the forms, letterheads, etc. used in the Tri-Creek 
School Corporation.

HAPPY, LONGER LIFE 

Health and physical education classes spent much of the 
time teaching students how to live a healthy life. 

The health curriculum covered such topics as drugs and 
alcohol, teenage pregnancy, child abuse, sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases, AIDS, and first aid. 

Students created poster boards and made up their own 
themes for the drug and alcohol unit and did research in the 
library over child abuse. Students also studied case histories 
of abused children and watched movies and documentaries 
on the subject. During lessons pertaining to first aid, students 
were presented with simulated situations and they had to 
explain what to do to help the injured or ill victims. Also an 
emergency medical technician spoke to the classes about 
CPR and demonstrated how it is used. Sophomore Chris 
Crepeau said he liked one unit in particular. “I liked studying 
about AIDS and STDs because it helped us to understand how 
not to get in these situations. 

The physical education teachers incorporated a variety of 
activities to help students maintain physical health and well 
being. A guest speaker spoke to the freshman classes about 
Step-aerobics prior to a step- aerobics unit. Later in the year 
a body builder talked to the advanced classes about weight 
lifting and training.

The Foreign Language department kept its students 
very busy with a wide variety of activities. Both French and 
Spanish students were offered four years of enrichment in a 
Iforeign culture. 

The French Department, headed by Madame 
Carter, provided first and second year students many op¬ 
portunities to practice their language skills while third and 
fourth year French students experienced a variety of aspects 
of French culture.
